Controversy, 
ior jc^defense or advancement, I de- 
precate as pernicious in the extreme. 
Yet we may, and need to, * reason to- 
gether' 'out of the scriptures' 'in the 
spirit of meekness,', 'considering our- 
selves, lest we be tempted.' We 
are doubdes* alike determined to * buy 
the truth, and sell it not.! , That will 

* abide, when *l^e haiUWall *w*ep 
away the refuge of lies/ 

You ask, ' Why evade the point at 
issue r I must ask you, Why change 
the point at issue ? it is not as you 
slate it, 4 When is the Kingdom set up 
— w hat are the circumstances attending 
it, and, at its first appearance, is it visi- 
ble to mortal eyes V But it is, as you 
will see by reference to my questions, 
What arc the component parts of the 
Kingdoi*— and when and how is it to 
be received by the saints ? This in- 
volves your statement of the issue, 
and more. Let the whole question, 
and no more, be kept distinctly before 
the mind — let us be plain and frank, 
like brethren. You * allow what is 
said of the types to be correct, 1 ami 
'admit David to be a type of Christ, 
ami his Kingdom a type of the Ev- 
erlasting One.' Do I * misapprehend* 
your views when 1 draw from this, 
that you believe the component parts 
of the Everlasting Kingdom to he a 
King, Subjects, Territory, and Capitol, 
each real and distinct, as in the type, 
though inconceivably more ghirimis ? 
I hope yon you will be plain here, and 
not blend in chaotic confusion those 
things which God has made individu- 
ally distinct. When these parts are 
brought together in the Dispensation of 
the fulness of limes, they are not to 
mingle as a chemical compound, and 
each be lost in all, and the union be 
something entirely different from its 
constituents and exhibit none of them. 
It is to be an Everlasting Kini*i>om. 

It is im possible to explain the types, 
prophecies, instructions, and parables 



| of scripture without * carrying the em- 
bryo state of the Kingdom back to the 
Apostles' days/ You yourself do not 
regard it as 'dividing what God has 
joined together,' to say, 'this text ap- 
plies to the Kingdom in this form, and 
such and such texts to a more mature 
stale of the Kingdom,' because you 
apply scripture on the same principle 
in the progress of the Kingdom from 
the time it smites the image till it is 
posses soil by the Saints under the 
whole heaven* — first a 1 Stone,* then a 
'Mountain.* The parables of Malt, 
13lh and 25th eh., illustrate the em- 
bryo state of the Kingdom, and Rev. 
21st and 22 d eh., its perfect state, with 
all its parts united in one glorious 
whole. 

2. When, and how are the saints to 
receive the Kingdom 1 This has be- 
come a question of vast importance. 
If I may carry out the figure which 
you have introduced, I will say, The 
Gospel Dispensation is the period of 
the embryo state of the Kingdom — the 
Dispensation of the fulness of limes 
its fetus (' set up ' from) — and duration 
beyond, is the period of its endless per- 
fection. 

If a river formed the boundary line 
between Ohio and Indiana, and if, in 
the former, the vicious were exalted 
and the virtuous were oppressed, ami 
the whole artificial and natural scenery 
sympathized with this perversion in 
morals ; while in the latter, the un- 
godly were punished and the righteous 
were exalted and rewarded, and all na- 
ture approvingly smiled, your ' senses' 
would furnish you 'a class of evidences,' 
•at the time of crossing the line,' 
which would be 'infallible proofs,' that 
you * had pates ed From under the jnrisv 
diction of one government info that of 
another/ Plainer than this, is the line 
between our heirship to, and inherit- 
ance of the Kingdom, viz.: the first 
resurrection — the change of our vile 
bodies and perfection of our senses, 
The comiug again to us of the Son 
of Man, our redemption, and the 
coming of ihe Kingdom synchronize. 
See Malt. 24 : 33, margin; Luke 21 
28,31. Then we can say, "Now is 
come salvation, and strength, and the 
Kingdom of our God,' — Rev. 12 : 10. 
Thou ( hast redeemed us,' 'and hast 
made us unto our God kings and 
priests, and we shall reign on the 
earth.'— Ch, 5; 9, 10; 'O my people, 

1 will open your graves, and cause you 
to come up out of your graves, and 
bring you into the land of Israel" 
' your own land' then. — Ezek. 37. 
This synchronizes with the call to 
come and 'inherit the Kingdom,' Matt. 
25 : 34 — the reception of the 'crown,' 

2 Tim, 4: 8, 'at his appearing and 
Kingdom,' ver, I. At ibis point also, 
'nil the saints,* except Enoch and Eli- 
jah, will be 'made perfect* — Phil.. 8: 
10-21; Heb, II. Mark verses 39 and 
40, 'And these all, having obtained a 
good report through faith, received not 
the promise: [Why ?] God having 
provided [or foreseen, maroin] some 
better thing for [L e. on account of, 
as peri should be rendered] us ; [what 
is it t] 1 that thty without m shoutd ml 
be made perfect.* 2 These. 4: 15, 
'We which are alive and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord, shall uul 
prevent them which are asleep.' 



Phtltand, translated present, signifies 
to ' come or be before, prevent, antici- 
pate'; but not to * go before in point of 
eminence or glory.' The negation is 
strengthened by the use of the two 
negative particles, ou and m£, 1 by no 
means.' Then, we ' shall by no means 
go before [to meet the Lord, ver. 17,] 
them which are asleep,' 

Ileb. 1 1 : 39, 40, shows that those 
who ' died in faith" cannot receive their 
inheritance before 'we which are alive 
and remain;' and 1 Tlmss. 4: 15, 
shows that we cannot receive it before 
they do ; or, * enter first upon the in- 
heritance,* as you say. The * better j 
tiling' is the bringing in of the Gentile 1 
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church before the faithful in the Jewish 
received their inheritance, and then per- 
fecting and rewarding all together — all 
'born at once' * of the Spirit;' Isa. 66 : 
8 — not one left ; eh. 27: 12. 

Now, my Brother, I have 'read 
again,' and still find that you were 'too 
fast, in saying that you had received 
the territory of the Kingdom in the 
strongest sense in which that work 
was typified by the children of Israel 
entering upon the laud of Canaan. 1 
Your 'distinction between receiving 
and possessing the territory of Canaan,* 
I think will vanish, if you compare 
Joshua 1 : 3, with Gen. 15 : 8. The 
future promise was expressed in the 
passed lense. When they had crossed 
Jordan (judgment,) and circumcised 'all 
the people that were born in ihe wil- 
derness,' and thus * rolled away the 
reproach of Egypt,' they took Canaan 
in about seven years, by subduing the 
nations which be Id it. This is ihe 
way they received and possessed the 
territory of Canaan, Joshua was qual- 
ified to t be their leader in this work, 
by hfs interview with the 'Captain of 
the host of the Lord/ who informed 
him that the place was ' holy.' This 
typical work corresponds with the in- 
spired descriptions of the saints taking 
the Everlasting Kingdom. They are 
brought together, * an exceeding great 
army,' at the resurrection, — Ezek. 37: 
10; when *IIe will swallow up death 
in victory,' 1 and the rebuke of his 
people shall be taken away from off 
all the earth;" Isa. 25: 8. A This 
mortal put on immortality; 1 I Cor. 15. 
The passing of Jordan, and circum- 
cision, will then have been fulfilled. 
Next comes the 'drawn sword' — 
1 judgment was given to saints of the 
Most High, and ihe time came that the 
minis possessed the Kingdom.' — Dan. 
7 1 22. How will they come in pos- 
session of it? They will 'execute the 
judgment written,' 'smite the image,' 

* break in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms.' In this way God will give 
and they will 'take the Kingdom, and 
possess the Kingdom for ever, even for 
ever and ever. '— Dan. 2d and 7th. 

* This honor have all his saints.' 
Like ancient Israel, this 1 great army'

ing. In fulfilment of the divine ar- ; 
rangement,it was no more necessary for 
the ministry of John to introduce the 
appearing of Jesus as Messiah ; than, 
for the ministry uf the five angels of 
liev. 14 — the writing of the vision, the 
going forth, the tarry, slumber, the Cry, j 
coming of the Bridegroom, shut door, j 
the marriage, the cleansing of the Sane- I 
tuary, and lite last end of the indigna- j 
lion, to prelude Ins coming as the King 
of g lor if in his beauty. Some of our 
dear brethren have been so deeply in- 
terested in the prelude* that they have 
forgotten that there is any 'Jesus in the j 
universe of God ' — without the distinct j 
'literal body,' there is no JESUS, t 
Lu. 1 : 39^35. 

The *just one thought more. 1 The \ 
Word does not say that 4 Jesus Christ J 
was the first begotten Son of the Fa- H 
Oxer' — it says he was 'the only begot- ;.j 
ten of the Father;* John 1: 14, 18; j 
3; 16, IS; I Jobn 4, 9; and 'the first J 
begotten of the dead/ Rev. 1 : 5, or 'j 
as it should read,' the first born from i 
the dead.' Col. 1 : 18. Heb. 1 : 5, 6. 
Acts 13: 39-34; 26 t 23- 1 Cor. 15: 
20, 23. The Father by him will bring 
' many sons unto glory, ' who have been 
'begotten through ihe Gospel,' 1 Cor, 
4: 15; and shall be ' born from the 
dead,' 'of the spirit,' *at his coming.' 
If I get your idea in the expression, 
'just like' him when they have reached 
his stature; and God is nqj respecter of 
persons,' it is, that Christ has no per- 
sonality, and that ihe saints, when they I 
are made 'like him,' will have no per- 



per- 
sonality. I think if you 'read again' 
you will find that you wholly mistook 
the meaning of Acts- 10: 34. The idea 
is, God is not partial to Jew or Gentile;

Visit to the Shakers. 

Having eomc to this Slate in my la- 
bors in searching out tho scattered ami 
diseased flock— in this cloudy and dark 
' day, (Ezek. 34), I felt it my duty to visit 
the people called Shakers ; because 
j many of our brethren and sisters were 
gathering- among them, I feet it both 
my privilege and duty to search out, 
comfort, and encourage, so far as I am 
j able, all those who have shown them- 
selves fearlessly honest before God 
and man, by unreservedly sacrificing 
themselves, their property and all earth- 
ly relations, interests and prospects in 
this, the brightest cause that ever lit the 
earth. All of this class, who are yet 
trying to escape and are leading a life 
of purity, .are my people, however 
crooked their course may appear, or in- 
consistent and, bewildering their senti- 
ments. HoweWr much they may treat 
me with coolness, rleglect and undeser- 
ved severity ; their continued mortifica- 
tion of the flesh, and Ibcir sHf-dorty inir 
obedience to what they think are divine 
requirements, discover to my mind hon- 
esty of purpose in them ; and compel 
me to attribute their inconsistencies of 
faith and practice to a mistaken mind, 
rather than a wicked heart. Now is 
emphatically the time to 1 bear one an- 
other's burdens, and so fulfill the law of 
Christ,' which is love — the strong 
may bear the infirmities of the weak. 
From our position just in the crisis of 
two Ages, we may expect confusion of 
doctrines and apparent inconsistency of 
conduct; hence the great need of pa- 
tience, till each is well tried and shall 
be brought to see his way clearly. As 
many are feeling deeply on the subject 
of the gathering, especially to the Sha- 
kers, and some who knew that 1 de- 
signed to visit them, requested me to 
write and give them what information 
I could, inasmuch as they were unable 
to come and see for themselves ; I 
thought it best to comply with their re- 
quest through this medium. 

In discharging my duty in this mat- 
ter I sludl also comply with Elder Jo- 
seph's request when 1 won about to 
leave them, viz : " We want you to say 
as little against us as you can* " I 
shall try to "speak evil" of no man*" 
No people calling themselves christians 
should have any doctrines or practices 
which they are unwilling to have held 
up to the gaze of all eyes, I spent 
eight days with the society at White 
Water village, about twenty-one miles 
from this city, which numbers in all 
about one hundred anil forty-four ; of 

whom about eighty were advenf is (s, 

Tli is number includes adulls and chil- 
dren. They have nearly one thousand 
acres of land under a good state of im- 
provement — they live in two families, 
about half a mile apart — one for begin- 
ners, and the other for these more ex- 
perienced* They have three orders, or 
gra tl es of m 6 m be is h i p ; — first, 1 hos e 
who live with, and take care of their 
families in the neighborhood ; hut at- 
tend l he meetings, and have in some 
measure a common interest with the 
society ; second, the gathering order, 
under the superintendence of an Elder 
and an Eldress. From this or the first 
order persons can withdraw if they 
wish, and take what property they pul 
in, without interest ; neither can the v 
bring any charge for labor. From the 
third order there is no thaw back. To 
enter it the candidate has to sign the 
zhurch covenant, in which he gives up 
himself and all he has to the church 
without reserve and forever. If one 
leaves after faking this degree the min- 
istry may give him something if they 
please, or not; he is, however, consid- 



ered lost be3 r ond recover}^, unless by 
humble confession he returns to them 
again. There is no way of entering 
the society, only by confessing your 
sins to or before the Elder or Fid reps, 
the males to the former and the females 
the latter ; and the one to whom they 
are confessed is hound to keep them 
secret The confession of sins in this 
manner, they say, 'is the only door of 
hope ! ' 

The Society is under the supervision 
of the ministry, composed of Elders 
and E Idresscs, to preside in the two de- 
partments. The officers are appointed 
by the ministry, and then receive the 
approval of the society. The other 
members have nothing to do with, and 
but Hitle knowledge of the business of 
the society. Every one is required, so 
far -as able, to be industrious at some 
manual labor ; and they are taught and 
believe that their salvation depends up- 
on faithfully keeping the order and fol- 
io wing th n Lea d (* the Elder/) I * rob- 
ably there is no religious sera whose 
system is more firmly settled, whose 
order is more rigid, and in which sub- 
ordi nation is more strictly required and 
preserved than in that of the Shakers, 
No change of order is allowed, only, 
such as is made by the first society, 



rooms. In their union meetings, usu- 
ally four males and four females meet, 
sometimes in the room of the males 
and sometimes in that of the females, 
for the purpose of familiar conversation, 
singing, <fce. On all other occasions 
the two sexes are not sociable with 
each other; but they maintain an ap- 
parent moroseness toward each other, 
which is evidently induced by the rules 
and customs of the societies, 

Thkir hoctiunes in the main I will 
only just state for the present as clear- 
ly as I can. Philip A riles, the first El- 
der at White Water, said, < We believe 
the Second Advent took place sixty 
years ago. 1 Question, 'In the per- 
son of Ann Lee?' Answer, * That 
is the idea/ They hold * that the king- 
dom so abundantly spoken of by the 
Prophets, which should be set up in 
the latter days, is by (God's) Almi^hty 
hand, now established on the earth, by 
the second appearance of the spirit of 
his blessed Won, through a chosen fe- 
male, or the Daughter of Zion/ Sa- 
cred Roll, P, 136, Sec. 16, 17. With 
her the dispensation begun by Christ 
ended, and the New Creation, the Mil-

Though in each society there are of- 
ficers of the same name ; yet all the 
rest of the societies are subject to that 
at New Lebanon, 

In their appearance and dress they 
are simple and unassuming, and would 
he a pattern to many adveutists. With 
strangers they are reserved, and among 
themselves their conversation is 'yen 
and nay. 1 They labor to cultivate 
love, and kind feeling mid action to- 
wards one another, and the leaders in 
a great measure command b]f example; 
they aim by love to serve one another ; 
and, having a common interest, each is 
interested for the whole. They are 
temperate j industrious, economical, reg* 
utar and cleanly ; therefore active ar»d 
hrahhy. Their acts of worship con- 
sist of a variety of exercises, mostly 
simple and peculiar to themselves; such 
as singing, marching, dancing, shaking, 
whirling, sitting ana sometimes rolling 
on the floor. They talk but little, and 
occasionally shout ami clap their hands 
vehemently. They have no vocal 
prayer. At table they all kneel before 
and after rating to ask a blessing, and 
return thanks in silence ; and there is 
no conversation while eating. In their 
dwellings the males occupy one part of 
the house and the females the other, 
generally four in one loom. At half 
past four o'clock in the morning the 
bell rings and all rise and kneel facing 
each other in silent prayer for a few 
minutes. They breakfast about six 
o'clock, and then repair to the fields, 
shops, &c, — and labor until half past 
eleven, then at the ring of the bell, they 
return to the house for dinner, after 
which they labor till hall past five, then 
the bell calls them in again. After sup- 
per and just before evening meeting 
they have about half an hour of silence 
throughout the family. It is broken by 
the bell fur meeting. While 1 was 
with them they had meeting every eve- 
ning through the week, and four limes 
on Sunday. And I was informed that 
the same order, briefly described above, 
is strictly observed by all the societies 
in the United States,

moulders away and that is all of it, * 

* It is a resurrection of the spirit from 
death to life,' meaning from death in 
sin to a life of holiness. They be- 
lieve that the resurrection has been go- 
ing on sixty or seventy years, not of 
the bodies, but of the spirits, not only 
of those * who are alive, ' but of those 
also who had previously 'died in the 
faith,* Their system, as all can see, 
seems to be a difficult one to harmonize 
with itself. However, that is not my 
duty. It needs to be explained how all 
who have died in faith from Abel down, 
including Abraham and his righteous 
progeny, have been resurrected from 
death in sin to a life of holiness 
within the last seventy years. 

They have in the U, S, seventeen 
Societies and about six thousand mem- 
bers. They expect to go on as they 
have for the last half century, increas- 
ing in numbers and adding to their pos- 
sessions by purchase and the donations 
of those who join them, till all who live 
on the earth arc embraced in their so- 
cieties, and then of course they will 
possess the kingdom under the whole 
heaven, In these doctrines and expec- 
tations they ail agree ; both those who 
were once adveutists and those who 
were not. Every one can at once see 
(hat this system is only another phase 
of (lie tempo ml or spirilual millcnium 
system, which most of us had to relnr 
quish to embrace the advent doctrines 
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tugs — the fust two were held in their | And the two are as opposite to each 
meeting house am! Him last in private I other as light and darkness. The dor- 
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trines we have held and promulgated, 
and the course we have pursued, in the 
advent cause, have been entirely wrong, 
and the views we previously held near- 
ly right aficr alt; or else our brethren 
who have become Shakers have drawn 
back. Their present position is whol- 
ly incapable of being harmonized with 
our passed course. Both canrwt 
true. They are cither wrong now ; or 
else, we have been deceived more than 
any oilier people throughout our ad- 
vent experience while praying, and 
fasting, and searching the Scriptures 
night and day for trulh. This our 
brethren do not and cannot admit; but 
they believe that our passed course 
leads ns to their present position. And 
so thcy^ate industriously taught by our 
Shaker friends ; and they all think they 
know with great assurance that there is 
no other alternative ; we must all be- 
come Shakers or give up our faith and 
go back into the world. There is now 
no advance, till we confess our sins to 
the Elder, and thus pans through * the 
only door of hope ' into the kingdom 
of God, for which all the righteous have 
looked and prayed ; and then we begin 
to 'work an! our safe a lion 9 in the 
fields, and shops, and meeting houses 
of the Shaker plantations. For they; 
believe that every blessing must be/ 
earned by manual labor, and vigorous 
bodily exercise in their meetings. 

Our brethren and sisters who have 
joined them appear to be satisfied — 
they say, 'The coming of the Lord is 
nothing more to them,' They think 
they have got home to our Father's 
house — that their mourning is turned 
into joy — that they have obeyed the 
Lord by forsaking all, and are now 
rejoicing in possession of the * hundred- 
fold, 1 They do emphatically say, «I 
am rich, and increased with goods T and 
have need of nothing,* The rest of 
the verse is equally true of them. 
1 And knowest not that thou art wretch* 
ed, and miserable, and poor, and blind, 
and naked/ A more deplorable condi- 
tion cannot well be imagrfce^than for 
per^ufrt to flfticy themselves perfectly 
happy and possessing abundance of 
every thing desirable, while in a state 
of pefcet destitution and wretchedness* 
If I have any discernment in such 
things, and they allowed I had the 
Spirit of the Lord, there is but very 
little real piety in the whole company 
— hardly a breath of it. There is 
scarcely a feature of the 4 meekness 
and gentleness of Christ/ With only 
few exceptions, a thoughtless, airy levi- 
ty is exhibited by them all. Yet I am 
confident that most of them have been 
most devoted Christians, Some of 
them are still kind, and patient, while 
the large majority are impatient and 
bitter in their treatment toward those 
who do not join them, This state of 
things, which they would lament a* 
deeply as I, were they conscious of it, 
has nothcen brought upon them by any 
act of d citrate transgression ; but it is 
the consequent of yielding to tempta- 
tion to restrain prayer and" neglect the 
Bible, II y yielding to the artful insin- 
uation of the adversary, they had ta- 
ken a long leap into the bewildering 
fog before they got acquainted with the 
Shakers, 

Being impatient of waiting; having 
exhausted their properly in the cause, 
declared themselves independent of, 
and absolved from all human govern- 
ments ; pledged themselves never again 
to labor for, or with the Gentiles; and 
having lost sight of the coming and 
Kingdom of tho Lord, they were pre- 
pared to accept, without due delibera- 
tion and investigation, a secluded home 
of peace and plenty among the Shakers, 



In taking this step th oy had no idea 
of yielding tliuir faith and becoming 
Shakers ; they lioped to improve 
file people among whom their lot 
seemed to he cast, by modifying their 
doctrines and practices ; hut they found 
them too strong — too firmly settled in 
their long established doctrines and 
UMg es . Tl icy witl is to od tl i e se a ret i i ug 
power of *43 and *44 t and now they 
are as immovable us any other sect. 
They can admit of no change that is 
not in keeping with their established 
system* 

Their efforts to gather the advenlists 
are indeed consistent with their belief 
and order* They persevere with great 
patience, and their treatment towards 
those whom they hope to gather is mild 
mid liberal ; but I have been unable to 
learn that their kindness toward others 
exceed that of the world. 1 If ye lore 
them which love you, what thank have 
yc I for sinners also love those that 
love them. And if yc do good to litem 
which do good io you, what thank have 
ye ? for sinners also do the same. And 



if yc lend to thein of whom ye hope to 
receive, what thank have ye 1 for sin- 
ners also lend to sinners, to receive as 
much again,' Luke 0: 32-3-1, In 
i heir estimation, every body that does 
not agree with them is cither ignorant 
or dishonest. They repeatedly lesti- 
Jicd to my honesty; and, as 1 do not 
agree with them, they will probably 
call me ignorant. If so, they have a 
medium through which they can teach 
me, I am yet learning. The gather- 
ing Elder invited me to stay with lhem T 
investigate and prove them to my entire 
« satisfaction. That appeared fair, I road 
- their books, conversed with them, la- 
bored with them some, and joined them 
in their worship so far as 1 fell free to. 
In their Sabbath meeting di fie rent ones 
were speaking, relating experience, &c. 
I asked one of the officers if it would 
be agreeable to their order for me to 
speak, 1 I e answered, * yea, certainly/ 
and told the congregation that I wis bed 
to speuk. So long as I spoke in their 
favor, all was well; but as soon as I 
began to tell them why 1 could not join 
them, llic first Elder told me I bad gone 
Jar enough. They then occupied con- 
siderable time in excusing the matter, 
and showing the impropriety of admit- 
ting different sentiments to be advanced 
In tbeir meetings. As soon as meeting 
was out I asked the first Elder in pros* 
once of another Elder and a Deacon, 
if he would I hen give notice of a meet- 
ing for tbose to attend who wished to 
examine matters. lie said, * A r ay.' 
Was I right in concluding that tbeir 
Ircedom \md toleration wvrr. a mm: 
pretence, and not real ? The members 
dare not believe out loud and act, only 
in union with the ministry ; and the 
ministry of one society must act in un- 
ion with that of the next society above ; 
and so up lo the fust society at New 
Lebanon, N, Y. And the authority of 
that society over' all the rest is as rigid 
and absolute, as thai of the P ro pagan- 
da at Home over the Catholic Church. 
T have no ill will against the Shakers. 
They area respectable people. The 
world's people here think that our 
brethren have made a very good choice 
in yielding Iheir former position and 
joining the Shakers. Their conseienees 
are much quieted by it. As a people 
I hey arc bound to their party and true 
to their creed ; so that, with all other 
religious sects, they have kept their 
ground in their mystical bulwarks, and 
resisted the increase of knowledge 
through the time of the end. Thisls 
Iheir misfortune. And our brethren 
have only encouraged them in their 
fearful course. The great estimate 
they place upon themselves has helped I 



to deceive them* Of all the * I ams * 
I have ever known, I must say they 
take the lead. They say 1 am tile on- 
ly way of salvation — I am the valley 
of decision, I am the New Creation, I 
am Zion, I am the New Jerusalem, I 
ant the Kingdom of God, &c, &c.

joy the present freedom of truth* We 
need to give ourselves to free and thor- 
ough investigation of the Word. Our 
hearts and minds will be enriched by 
it No doubt the Lord is pleased to 
see his children bent in humbly search- 
ing his precious Book. On the cove- 
nants, but little can be said in the pres- 
ent No. 

The New Testament recognizes three, 
and only three covenants ; the Abra- 
hamic, the Mosaic, and the Christian. 
These three are recognized by the 
New Testament, because they relate to 
the possession of the New Earth by all 
the " heirs of promise ; ** whereas the 
covenant made with Noah and sever- 
al others, mentioned in the Old Testa- 
ment, were not of that character. 

First, The Ahkaiiahic Covenant. 
This covenant was confirmed 4.30 years 
before the exodus from Egypt* and of 
course it was made before it was con- 
firmed. Gal. 3 : 27 ; « And this I say, 
that the covenant that was confirmed 
before of God in Christ, the law, which 
was 430 years after, cannot disannul, 
that it should make the promise of 
none effect. " A record of the making 
of this covenant to Abraham is found 
in Gen. 15. In the same day that 
Abram believed the Lord in reference 



to the numerous seed, M while as yet 
he had no child, " " and he counted it 
to him for righteousness, " he made 
and confirmed this covenant with him. 
" In that same day the Lord made a 
covenant with Ah ram, saying, Unto 
thy seed have I given this land, from 
the river of Egypt unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates," verse 18 ; and it 
was confirmed with blood, ver. 9, 10. 
On the same occasion the Lord assured 
Abraham that his seed should he ufilic- 
ted in a land that was not theirs 400 
years, at the end of which he would 
judge the nation whom they should 
serve, and afterward they should come 
out with great substance, ver. 13, 14,

There were such pe- 
culiar circumstances attending the last 
etage* of the treaty called the Concor- 
dats, by whieh the Popish power was ta- 
ken away, that I cannot avoid the conclu- 
sion that Go(fs hand was in it. Thiers 
tells cm, that after the French government 
had ratified the Ireat), but before it went 
into cllect, Cardinal Caprara came near 
frusl rating it altogether in endeavoring lo 
force the French clergy to abjure their 
adhesion to the <sif il constitution. Napo- 
leon heard of it and sent word lo the Car- 
dinal, on the eve of April IT, that, unless 
he yielded the point, the treaty should not 
be published on the morrow, but should 
i em. on without effect 1 The Cardinal at 
length yielded, but at a very advanced 
hour of the night;' and the treaty went 
into effect, April 18. 

From the evidence we have, we cannot 
suppose that the 1260 days of Papal rule 
ended before an advanced hour of the 
night, April 17: but on the morning of 
the 18tli they were ended. The treaty of 
Amiens which was signed, March 25, and 
went into etlect in May, 1802, was only 
a contingent circumstance. It was not 
the treaty which took aw ay the power of 
the Pope, but the Contordale did, accor- 
ding to the light we now have. So, what- 
ever people may call me, 1 cannot avoid 
the conclusion that God's hand has mark- 
ed the dau foi the resurrection.

H iving in our hint shown from the manner 
in which the S;tnctu.iry {# spoken of in Daniel, 
and from the cleffioiUoo of (he word, and from 
its linage throughout the Scriptures, ihai il is 
a holy thing and belongs properly and in f.ict 
to Christ; ami having examined those scrip- 
lures that apply it differently, and found lhat 
in them the wonl was used in a figurative and 
not in its literal sense, and that, hence, those 
very Scriptures Birengihen the opinion thai 
the Sanctuury is in ilself a sacred place, the 
very name being borrowed from ihe BtQftStfjf 
built at Sinai, 

We now come lo examine the subject of the 
Sanctuary in a primary sense. 

In Dihle history the Mosaic Tabernacle w s- 
fifsi rhe Sanctuary, then the temple which took 
its place, and frorn the time ihe Temple was 
" left desolate" the Sanctuary was in Heaven. 

The first name given io those tl ings of which 
the Tahernaele formed a part, was* Sanctuary 
While Moses was in ihe mourn wilh God he 
received the institutions which Urael were lo 
observe in ihe land \q which they journeyed.— 
He was commanded to receive from the peoph-

The 
saints, times and laws were given into the 
handsof the little horn (Papacy) for 1260 
years. Dan. 7. 7b. Now, if we can 
find when that power was taken away 
from the pope, we find when the 1260 
years snd. It was first supposed that the 
1260years ended when the l> »pe was taken 
prisoner by Berthier, in 179S; hut we 
find upon further examination that the 
prophecy was not fulfilled until that work 
wasdone by a law of tbe lain) which was 
in the spring of 1803. That whole work 
of taking out of the hands of the papacy 
times and laws, was consummated in the 
ratification of the concordat ; which, ac- 
cording to the best, (and in fact all histo- 
rians who speak of it,) went into effect 
as the law of the Papal government on 
Easter day, April, 1802. 

I will here give a few quotations from 
different historians, to show the harmony 
that exists, as to the time and fulfillment 
of this important prophecy. 

•On Easter day, 1803, the peace was 
ratified in the Metropolitan Church, with 
all the sanctions of the ancient religious 
form, and a large attendance of new pre- 
lates. The basis of the convention with 
the pope had been settled and arranged 
in the preceding year, upon the follow-

Some persons with whom I come in 
contact, say to me, well, what will you do 
or say if this time passes? To such I 
would say, it is my duty to give the rea- 
son for the hope within me, confess it and 
leave the consequences with God. 

As I now have ray pen in hand I want 
to say a few words on the command- 
ments. We read, in John, If we love 
God, we will keep his commandments. — 
Yes all of them. For whosoever shall 
keep the whole law and yet offend in one 
point, is guilty of all. Jas. 2: 10. A- 
mong the commandments, as written by 
the finger of God upon t lie tables of stone, 
we have the 4th, which is, Remember the 
Sabbaih day to keep it holy, $lc, For in 
six days the Lord made heaven and earth, 
the sea and all that in them rs, and rested 
the seventh day ; wherefore the Lord 
blessed the sabbath day and hallowed it. 
Who will sliow from the word of the 
Lord that the 4th commandment written 
by the finger of G)d upon tables of stone 
was ever abolished ? And, again, I ask, 
Who will lake the responsibility of ta 
king the 4»h commandment out of the 
decalogue a* it was placed there by the 
finger of God* I cannot, I dare not do 
it.

itself, Mays its violence even upon us! —

cordat of July 15, 1901, passed into a 
law, April 8th, 1802.'

20. ttf, and Jesus said 
to his disciples, *Unto you rr is civejc to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of God/ Is the 
time a mystery ! It is given unto the friends of 
Jesus to know it, upon the authority of him who 
j* B rin«* lie. Baiter endif*? a thousand disap- 
pointments, than try to impeach bim. 

To know tbe time is a subject of prayer, of 
which God approves. See Dan. 8. 13; 12. C T 
Malt. 24. 3, Rev. 6. 10. If approved by him, 
he will answer it by giving the thing asked for. 
Tbe condition is: -If ye abide in me, and my 
words abide in you, ye ska It ask what ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you. Herein is my 
Father glorified.' *Ask in faith, nothing waver* 
mg,' and God will give wisdom liberally, and not 
uporaid. The answer will be as definite and de- 
cided as our faith — ** according to your faith, "' is 
God's role of distribution. Want of faith, then, 
must be the only cause of ignorance on time.— 
It is eauy for God to impart it to us, when we are 
prepared to receive it — the hindrance is in us, not 
in bim. *J*et us humble our souls with fasting, 
and then we can pray in the Holy Ghost. In all 
ages of the world, those whose faith has kept 
pace with the Providence of God, have been en- 
abled, by the lsmp light 4 of the sure word of pro- 
phecy,^ define tiietr position and to discern near 
coming events and the lime of their occurrence. 
Strange if ihi* should not be so now, jusi at the 
gale-way of the coming glory. 

Our Saviour, in his discourse on his second 
coming, draws the line between the two classes 
that would be living on earth at the time of its 
occurrence — one will know tbe time* like Noah 
and his family, and be saved; and the other will 
not know the time, like the carnal antedeluvi- 
ans, and be destroyed. Here is the sentiment: 

1 But know this, "that if the good man of the 
house had known what watch the thief would 
come, he would have watched, and would not 
have suffered hi* house to be broken up.' Matt. 
24. 43, Luke 12. 39. A knowledge of the watch 
or hour that the thief would come was essentia! 
to the man to save his house. Jesus applies ;he 
figure: * Be ye, therefore, ready ALSO.' The 
same qualification is necessary toeiiape destruc- 
tion in the fact, as in the figure. We are requi- 
red to watch for the time, and then, 4 knowing the 
time/ to watch for the event. This shows that a 
knowledge of the definite ti me is essential, as does 
also the reference to Noah and Lot, both of 
whom knew the time and e*caped, while the 
wicked kneic not and were destroyed. If a defi- 
nite kywiedge on time be purposely withheld 
from man, that fact is not revealed, but much to 
the contrary— and tins 'know-not* theory is fatal 
to piety. 

Our Saviour's illustrations of the text which is 
the main reliance of tbe know-not*, (Matt. 24.36,) 
show that its meaning is the direct I opposite of 



them all away' that 'knew not" — and our Lord 
says, 'So shall also thk comimj of thi. Son 
of Maw sjft/ These two classes are kepi in 
view by him — the one ready, and the other ex- 
horted to be also ready; the former know the 
time, and the latter know not the time; the for- 
mer are compared to the good man who knew ihe 
watch or hour, and watched and saved his house, 
but the latter, destitute of this essentia! prere- 
quisite to watching, arc compared Is) the man 
who sleeps carelessly till the thief comes unex- 
pectedly upon him and destroy* hm hoi:-e. Ins- 
pecting, is the senso of the verb translated look, 
in Ileb. 9. 2a— Unto them that are expecting 
him, will he appear the second lime wirn jut sin 
unto salvation. Without some knowledge cf 
the time, there could be no expectation of the 
event. The fact that ' times are not hidden from 
the Almighty' seems to be the reason why 1 they 
that know liim should see his days.* Job 24. 1. 
So conversant with the Divine purposed and pro- 
ceedings are tIu se that ' have the mind of Christ.* 
Being his friends, he can withhold Irmn them no 
good thing, not even his seoeU. Tne beloved 
ilis"i pie who was nearest to Jeans, 'leaning on 
his bosom,' was the one that could obtain frem 
him the secret of the betrayal, John IS- 21, £6. 
Let the lowering mountains of unbelief between 



and God depart b* the power ot faith. 
If the time of the final deliverance is not known 
beforehand, that will be a phenomenon without 
precedent in the history of God's people. Noah 
had previous knowledge of the 'day,' (Gen. 7. 
1-4,) Lot of the 'mo ning,' (tk. 1». 12-17.} 
Hosjfl and Israei of tiic 'ttidsigfat,' (Ex. II. 1- 
12»29-3%)of their respective Ueijveranres. 
The first snd tbe last ended long periods. These 
few examples must suffice now. God never 
take* the faithful by surprise. On the subject 
of his second Advent, Jesus taid, ' I u*vb fork- 
to lo t*"U all things.' M»rk 13. 21. From 
tne testimony of the Holy Scriptures we con- 
clude, that to know the time, is a privilege and a 
requirement grnnle I to.md enjoined upon,hi* peo- . 
pie by God himself. This is a truth which no 
disaster can alTect. The whole fyttem of reve- 
lation is adjusted to time. 'To every thing there 
is a season, and a tune to every purpose. 

II. The. means of knotting Vie time a e givn. 
These are two— First. A series of consecu- 
tive events; Second. A system of piophelic pe- 
riods, each beginning and ending wtih a descri- 
bed event. 

1.- God's people have always been * Ve to de- 
fine their whereabouts in the history of the world, 
by the Divinely-given Chart. While they re- 
joiced and endured in view of the iriory seen a- 
far, they knew their historical relstion to it. God 
acquainted there of ihe principal features of 
earthly «nd heuvmly h'ntory; yet to b« filled op. 
In every »ge, he his qualified faithful servants to 
give this meat in due season to hi« household..— 
Hut he lias always so dealt with bis pe -pie as to 
make faith necessary on their part, and to disci- 
pline their faith. The faithful of different age-, 
mentioned in Heb. II, endured through life and 
died, in the hope of the 'better resurrection' snd 
the * better country.' which they saw * afar off." 
Abraham, our father in faith, knew liia own and 
his people's history in adianee. God told him 
of the 400 years affliction of his seed and their 
deliverance from bondage and restoration lo Ta- 
naan at the end of that period. He also assured 
him by promise snd oath that he himself and h.s 
innumerable descendants should have tbe land 
for an ' everlistingpossessiwn/yet thut he should 
be 'buried in a good o d age.' At thi* time both 
he and Sarah were old — *past age' — and child- 
lass; yet he 'staggered not at the premise through 
unbelief.' God harf said it, sod he believed it — 
and thus was accounted the Friend of God and 
the father of the faithful. From Mose* to the 
beloved John, each prophet sketched the history 
of then future ages, in various modes and de- 
grees, terminating always in the destruction ot' 
the ungodly and the triumphant and glorious 
reigti of Christ with ins people. 
* Whenever God's people have anticipated his 
purposes, (perhapa through impatience or laek of 
fsitbj expecting an event before its determined 
time, their mistake has been seasonably corrected, 
before they were confounded, thouph the infidel 
had time to begin hi« triumph and the hypocrite 
to be exposed. To correct the expectation of 
the disciples that he would then restore the 
kingdom to Israel, our Saviour taught them that 
the dispensation of the Holy Ghost should inter- 
vene between his going away into heaven and his 
aecond coming thence to iulfillthetr expectations, 
during which time they were to softer for his 
sake, bear his cross and publish his gospel. Paul 
corrected a similar mistake of the Theesaloniau 
brethren, by assuring them that the man of sin 
had yet to be revealed. Lulber corrected a sim- 
ilar mistake of hit age, by explaining the proph- 
ecies of Daniel, Paul and John, relative to the 
man or ain, and designating therefrom the time 
of its overthrow by the coming of the Lord in 
1846. In the time of the French revolution, (as 
often before,) those whose impressions were cre- 
ated wore from external appearances, than from 
the study of prophecy, thought the great day 
was then coming; but the students of prophecy 
knew and published otherwise— that the historic 
did not yet fill the prophetic picture. About that 
theSthand iHh of 
■ and since then the 2S00 
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days have been calculated by different individuals 
to terminate from 1:136 to 1347 the latter, 

which we huve now entered, being the ultimate 
year. But all things that holy men in any age 
mentioned as preceding the tecond Advent, are 
now passed. In ibis statement, we are sustained 
not only by the scriptures and history, but also 
by what the churches call their greatest hfrhts. 
The standard commentators and ministers, Jew- 
ish and Christian, declare tin* to be about the 
time of Kfetsiatff triumphant advent. Many 
u ho thus txpta* time, i" is true, do, in their fan- 
cies about baa second coinin-j, metamorphose the 
Creator of Che worlds, the Sufferer of Calvary, 
tho Conqueror of the tomb, the Ascended to glo- 
ry, and the Km <r Eternal, into human improve- 
ments, or i!is*ipiiie him afid his kingdom into a 
mere ideality . But their testimony on time, like 
that of Coitphaa, the nigh prieat, is good and cre- 
dible notwithstanding.

Circumstances of the 2nd Advent. 

Some of our brethren see obstacles in the 
way oi the Second Advent ihis spring, in what 
ibey understand to be its circumstance* — 
They expect a more manifest nisic in human 
ajbiri— heavier judgment* upon 'he Ullf»«, 
and a special work of the Holy Ghost to pre 
j ire the faithful, who are alive and remain, for 
l:,eir Irantdation and chage. Thc;r principle 
i-i, doubtless, correct ; bill we are inclined to 
believe, in view of all the evidences that now 
present themselves, thai all the preparatory 
circumstance* have, or will have transpired by 
tne Passover of the present year. 

I*, is a true and important reflection, that ev- 
ery great event is attended by lesser ones, pre* 
eeediog and succeeding. by which we asecnd 4 ln. 
and descend from, the height of in elevation 
ubove the level of common affairs. If we 
would reach the apex of a pyramid, we must 
ascend the step?. In every great crisis of hu- 
man affairs, in which the deliverance of God's 
people and the punishment of his enemies were 
involved, he has not only gave a seasonable 
warning to bath, but also instituted a train 
ef providence** that were calculated to ripen the 
two classes for their respective destinies. These 
providences trained and perfecf-d the faith of 
his people and drew out t ho real character of 
his enemies, so that his people co'ilil see the 
ju'lice of his judgments upon them, and pay, 
Amen. Through the prelude, the two cleat as 
were constantly diverging from each other, 
as the character of each was developed — the 
faithful becomim? more faithful and ihe unbe- 
lieving more unbelieving. Cv litis process, ihe 
two clauses would have their sympathies wean- 
ed from each other, po thaT. when the crisis 
cime, the righteous, though 'merciful like their 
T"nthnr, T were not ni«po«pil in interfere to save 
Nil enemies from the merited judgment he sent 
upon them. This two-fold character ia mani- 
fest throughout the Divine dispensation* of hu- 
man affairs— to some, the fiuiti of his tnercy to 
hie creatures prove a savor of life unto life : to 
others, of death unto death. It is revealed, 
that 'all the Saints' are to be associated with 
the Lord in executnig judgment upon the un- 
godly. This work wH! he very unlike ihnt in 
which they have been engaged in this life — la- 
boring to save the ungodly from the threatened 
judgment ; bat they will he serving the just and 
merciful purposes of God in one as in the other. 
God will be fare in executing the penalty of 
his infracted law, as well as in giving his only 
begotten Son to die for us that we might live; 
and the Saints, when they go forth with the 
Lord of hosts, will be like him, and incapable 
of an unholy feeling. A p.irtof the triumphant 
sorif; 'in heaven' will be, ' True and right eon* 
are hi* judgments .' Rev. 19. It seems reason- 
able that those 'who nre alive and remain unio 
the coming of the Lord,* should experience a 
previous training that would qualify them for 
this work. To this end, it is necessary that the 
unbelief of the world should become so mani- 
fest and general as to show that they are be- 
yond all hopes of recovery— wholly bent on 
sin, despising or unheed tag all the admonitions 
of God by his Providence and hit!

His 
preaching. life and conduct warned the world, 
while his faith in God, thus exhibited, condemn- 
ed the world for their unbelief. Without this 
Jiving, active, perseveiing faith, he too would 
have sunk with them. 4 G'ori saw that the wick- 
edness of man was great in the earth, and that 
e^ery imagination of the thoughts, of his heart 
was only evil continually 1 — that 1 all flesh had 
corrupted his way upon the earth'-and he told
